people of an agricultural section 
with a market for their -products 
and a supply of the things that 
they need. They are enjoying the 
. advantages of modern civilization, 
without paying the heavy penal- 
ties which ambitious and larger 
townships 
must 'pay 
for their 


size and pride of possession, 
Outstanding Success 


The celebration held in" Dawson, 
Texas,- center of activity in the 
western section of Navarro coun- 
ty, was not the efforts of one 
citizen or a small 
group, but 
its outstanding success was due 
to the fact that every man, wom- 
an and child was imbued with a 
spirit of reverence and devotion 
to the town and to the principles 
which characterized 
the 
founder 


of the town, and each contrib 
uted his or her part toward the 
success of the day. It was a day 
ef rejoicing and happiness—Daw- 
ion had nothing to sell but some- 
thing to celebrate—the passing of 
the. golden 
anniversary—the half 


century 
mark 
of its existence. 


Unselfishfly It had Invited the en- 
tire surrounding area to share it* 
happiness and pride, and selfishly 
it attempted to recall as' many of 
its former citizens as possible for 
a real homecoming, and they were 
there from all parts of the coun- 
ty ana state.

Wednesday morning at 10 o'clock 
when Parade Marshalls Joe McEl- 
roy, Sheriff Rufus Pevehouse, Bil- 
ly Lawrence, and Claude Putman 
mounted on horses, started the 
march north on Main street to 


Wu-a.d the unique parade. 
.."The parade was a pleasing con- 
trast of the modern an.d living 
pictures of bygone days, and it 
brought round after round of ap-

from 
the 
thousands of 
spectators that 
lined the parade 
route, held back by ropes under 
the watchful eye of members of 
the sheriff's forces.

Trimble, Next came a car bear- 
ing three pioneers who were cit- 
izens of Dawson when the town

Then came the living replica of 
the more illustrious couples of by 
gone days, with Mr. and Mrs.

Ak- 
ers was presented as the carefree, 
convention-breaking representative 
of the modern age.

With the parade at an end, the 


huge crowd slowly gathered about 
the tabernacle for the (peaking 
activities of the day, while the 
committee In charge of the free 
barbecue luncheon added the final 
touches. 


As the crowd gathered at the 
tabernacle, they were entertained 
by alternate 
numbers from 
the 
State Home 
band and from a 
string band consisting of fiddles, 
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mandolins, and guitars; each or- 
ganization 
receiving

round of applause at the conclu- 
sion of each number. 


Under the direction 
of Spart 


Berry, mayor of Dawson, a crowd 
of some 50 or mor« persons who 
had resided in Dawson or vicin- 
ity for 80 years' or more were 
given seats of honor about the 
speakers. 
In conspicuous places on posts 
near the tabernacle platform were 
portraits of Britton Dawson Sr. 
and Mrs. Susiana Cannon Daw- 
son, founders of the town, and in 
a prominent place between them 
hung the aged and worn saddle 
bags used by the founder and 
also 
his 
long-barrelled muzzle- 


loader, the only weapon of de- 
fense In old days. 
_ • 
As the older 
citizens 
of^- the 
community assumed 
their 
posts 


of honor, they could be heard re- 
calling incidents from the early 
history of the town, particularly 
of -the entrance of the first train 
Into the city over the old "nar- 
row guage" which marked 
the 
beginning of the modern commu- 
nity. Old friends were united for 
the first time In many months, 
and it was a happy occasion. Ana 
here and there the leaders of poli- 
tics in former 
days could be 
heard 
carefully 
analyzing 
the 


modern political aspects and fer- 
vently hoping for the return to 
power of their democratic party. 
Richardson Provided 


E. M. Richardson, former resi- 
dent of Dawson and 
Corsicana, 


and for the past several years a 
citizen of Dallas, presided at the 
meeting 
at 
the 
tabernacle. 
He 


declared that It was a distinct 
pleasure to be back. In Dawson, 
and 'he declared that the citizens 
of Dawson were the "best bunch 
of people that, God ever let the- 
sun shine on." 
He introduced 
former County 


Judge C. Li. Jester of Corsicana, 
as one of the best posted men 
In the country on the early his- 
tory of Navarro county, and said 
that he would give some inter- 
esting 
sidelights 
on the 
early 
days of the western "section of 
the county. 
Judge Jester decalrea that one 
could not remain unimpressed by 
such an occasion as had drawn 
the people to Dawson 
Wedrioa- 
day, and asserted that it was fit- 
ting and fine that a people should 
acquaint 
themselves 
with their 


own history. Massachusetts, Vir- 
ginia, and Texas, he declared, had 
the most colorful histories of all 
the states, and of them Texas 
was 
outstanding. 
Other 
states, 


however, are most interested in 
their early history, the speaker 
declared, and In many of them 
are found markers of all kinds 
pointing out a wide variety of 
noted spots and events. But Texas 
history is more recent, and dally 
its citizens 
are losing 
contacts 


with people who might preserve 
the history and traditions of the 
state to posterity. Dawson, he de- 
clared, was the center of one of 
the most, historic 
areas In the 
state. 
.' 
Jester Relates Early History 
Judge Jester recounted that the 


first white settler in Texas stop- 
ped In Freestone county In 1834, 
aa a seller of surveyors' supplies. 
In 1837 old Robertson county was 
.formed, extending from the Trin- 
ity to the Brazos rivers, to Wash- 
ington county in the south and/to 
the Oklahoma 
line 
north. Old 


Franklin was the county seat. Na- 
varro county was a part of Rob- 
ertson county until 1846, when a 
separate 
county ' was 
formed,, 


which then included Navarro, El- 
lis, Hill, Tarrant, and other coun- 
ties to the west and northwest. 
W. R. Howe was named as the 
first 
Justice. In 1847 Corsicana 
was designated as the county seat. 


This county was named, accord- 


ing to the speaker, for Antonio 
Navarro, who was born In San 
Antonio, in 1790, m.n outstanding 
Mexican patriot and a fast friend 
of early Texana. He was the first 
Mexican to be received Into the 
Methodist church, and was a sign- 
er of the Texas declaration of 
Independence. 
The earliest white settler In this 


county was probably George W. 
Hill, who came from 
Tennessee, 
and a grand-uneie of a Dawson 
doctor of today. 
Battle of Battle Creek 


One of the most tragic Inci- 
dents of Texas history, the battle 
of Battle Creek, occurred In 1837 
within about three miles of mod- 
ern 
Dawaon, 
according to the 
speaker. In this fight a party of 
surveyors were attacked by a par- 
ty of Indians, comprised of Kick- 
apoos 
and 
Huacos, 
numbering 


over 300. The original surveying 
party consisted of 24, but two of 
the men, William M. Love and 
William 
Jackson, . were 
absent 


from the camp on a trip to Fort 
Parker for supplies. A majority 
of the men were massacreed. One 
of the men, wounded through the 
groin; crawled 14 miles to a small 
waterhole, and managed to shoot 
a bullfrog for food before collaps- 
ing. One coward was In the group, 
according 
to 
history, 
and 
his 
name was scourged by Gen, Wal- 
ter P. Land. 


Mr. Hill was the Indian agent 


for 
the territory including Na- 


varro county for several 
years, 


and the next settler was prbb? 
ably Harris Treadwell. Springhill 
was credited with being the first 
town in Navarro county, followed 
by a small settlement on Tread- 
well's Branch. In 1847 the town 
of Melton came into exiattuci, 
named for Ethan Melton, the first 
postmaster 
in 
Navarro county. 


The community enjoyed a varied 
history under several names un- 
til it finally was designated as 
Dresden, about 1849. 


About 1846, the town of Tejas, 


later known as Porter's Bluff, was 
laid out by a surveyor, one John 
H. Reagan, and was to 
serve 


some five or six thousand people. 
In 1846 Chatfield was also set- 
tled, and was named for a trav- 
eling peddler of tin-ware. 
Site of Corsicana 


About 
the 
same 
year, 
one 
Hampton McKlnney, an itinerant 
local 
Methodist preacher, 
came 
to Texas from Illinois,. and set- 
tled on a farm 
near 
Dresden, 


While en route to a revival meet- 
ing 
In progress at Bazette, he 
discovered the site of Corsicana, 
pronouncing it one of the most 
beautiful he had ever seen. He 
returned to Dresden and complet- 
ed his crop and the 
following 


year moved back to the site of 
Corsicana and established an inn 
known at McKInney's tavern, and 
in 1847 Corsicana came into ex- 
istence. 
The speaker declared that he 


was able to recall Britton Daw- 
son as a typical Texan, coming 
to Navarro 
county from 
Milam 


county in about 1849. He declared 
that it was fine 
that Dawson 


should be the cradle of the early 
history of the county, and com- 
plimented 
the 
citizens 
of 
the 


town for keeping alive the pa- 
triotism, and for their character 
and quality, handed down to them 
by their illustrious forbear. 
Introduced Johnson 


Judge Jester 
then 
introduced 
Hon. Luther A. Johnson, repre- 
sentative from the Sixth district 
of congress of the United States. 
He declared that he had known 
the speaker since boyhood, and 
that Navarro county and Texas 
should be proud of such a con- 
gressman. He declared that ho 
was an efficient servant of his 
people, and that no district had 
ever had a purer, more faithful 
servant or more honest representa- 
tive than Congressman 
Johnson. 


The congressman 
was given a 


rousing hand as he stood before 
the audience. By this time every 
seat had been filled in the taber- 
nacle and 
the 
crowd 
extended 


out for several yards on all' sides 
of the picturesque frame struc- 
ture. 
In his introduction, Mr. John- 


son declared that-the day marked 
the largest and best birthday par- 
ty he had ever attended, assert- 
'ing that a fiftieth birthday was a 
long1 time for a nation, a longer 
time for a state, and even long- 
er for a town. He congratulated 
the town upon reaching the half 
century milestone, 
and declared 
that there should be a huge cake 
to celebrate it. 
The speaker declared that he 


liked to look on the rugged fea- 
tures of Brit Dawson, and recall 
his memory, At this juncture a 
large cake was brought to the 
speakers' platform and the speak- 
er was Informed that it was the 
birthday cake. Mr. Johnson called 
attention to the muzzle-loader gun 
and to the saddle bags which 
were the banks of the old days, 
when there 
were no hijackers, 
gangsters, and racketeers, and the 
only enemies were the Indians. 


On Holy Ground 
He said that a person .felt that 


he was treading on holy ground 
after hearing the details of the 
massacre on Battle creek. The 
speaker expressed a desire to be 
an artist capable of painting a 
picture of Dawson on that Sep- 
tember x day when the first rail- 
road train came to the town on 
the old "narrow guage," assert- 
ing that the town was really born 
then. He declared that he knew 
the 
calibre .of 
the 
people who 


had made Dawson succeed, be- 
cause of their.willingness to work, 
suffer, arid sacrifice. He declared 
that the state owed much to the 
Dawson pioneers, and expressed a 
devout wish that the day might 
never come when the son* of the 


south should forget to pay tribute 
to their stalwart forbears. 


He declared also that these pio- 
neers have passed along lessons 
in perseverance and determination 
to 
carry 
on that 
were badly 


needed in such days as confront 
the American nation as present. 
Mr. Johnson said that he refused 
to talk about the depression Wed- 
nesday, but i£ the people wanted 
to hear the modern financial sit- 
uation discussed they could hear 
him at Bynum on Friday. 
Conditions Compared 


Mr. Johnson set in then to com- 
pare the conditions of 50 years 
ago and today. Ho stated that 
half a century go Texas had a 
population of about a million and 
a half, the county about 20,000 
citizens, 
and 
Corsicana 
about 


5000 people; while today the state 
has six million people, the coun- 
ty sixty thousand, and Corsicana 
has made a corresponding prog- 
ress. The 
chief 
executive was 


Governor O. M. Roberts, known 
as "Old Alcalde," the congressman 
was Roger Q. Mills, and the coun- 
ty attorney was Rufus Hardy, 
wh^e he himself had just gradu- 
ated from dresses and was proud- 
ly strutting in his first pair of 
pants. 


Clothing 
has 
changed 
in 
50 
years, the speaker said, pointing 
out that in the former times, men 
wore brogan shoes . that cost $1,50 
per pair, 
or high-heeled boots; 


hickory 'shirts 
for 
work 
and 


"hard-boiled" shirts 
with 
cellu- 


loid collars and cuffs; 
all men 


wore beards, and a clean shaven 
man would draw a crowd in any 
town; "mustache cups" were pi'op- 
er gifts for men, and red flannel 
wag the material for most un- 
derwear. 
Changes Noted by Speaker 


Women, he said, wore dresses 
that contained eight to 12 yards 
of goods, and wore other skirts 
and plenty ofHhem, and then, too. 
there were bustles, balmorals, and 
hoop skirts. In those days the 
women desired to be plump, while 
today the tendency is to reduce. 
Foods have changed, the speak- 


er said, although fried 
chicken 


has retained its universal, appeal; 
but today there are many new 
foods—grapefruit, 
asparagus, and 


many others. The main food was 
blackstrap molasses in those days 
and 
the 
object 
of every boy's 


greatest 
desire was to have a 


barrel of molasses. 


There were no electric lights 50 
years ago, for 
in 1879 Edison 


had just started putting the fin- 
ishing touches on his lights. The 
chief light came from the open 
fireplace, tallow candles, or .the 
more 
venturesome 
tried lamps. 


There were on autos then, .inu 
hurry calls were made on horses; 
the regular modes of travel were 
the 
ox-carts, 
wagons, 
"hug-me- 


tight" 
buggies, 
and 
carriages. 


There were no rodeos or radios 
In those days, and 50 years ago 
"telephone'' boxes" had Just been 
installed in Dallas. 
Dawson Has Kept Step 


Dawson, Mr. Johnson said, has 


kept step, and has not lagged be- 
hind. Great cities had 
unusual 


advantages in days past, but to- 
day they are losing them rapidly, 
thanks to the radio and newer 
means of transportation, and 
In 


a few years television will again 
reduce the size of the world. The 
people of the small community, 
he declared, had more safety and 
fewer criminals than the larger, 
and urged that the stress not be 
put on size, but on quality, clean • 
llness, health and happiness. He 
declared that he hoped the vast 
majority of the population of the 
nation would remain in the small 
towns. 
Many changes, he said, could be 
made without injury; but he de- 
clared that the town, state, and 
nation 
should 
not 
change the

characerlstlcs of its citizenry, typ- 
ified by honesty, faithfulness

TOWARD

WORLD PROSPERITY 


BASIL, Switzerland, Aug. 
19. (jp)—A recommendation 
that the entire structure of 
i n t e r - governmental war 


ljjysbts and German repara- 
^one be reused as the first 
step toward the return of 
world prosperity was made 
today by 
the 
Wiggln 
bankers' 


committee. 
The committee was set up by 


the Bank for International Settle- 
ments at the behest of the geven- 
power conference in London 
to 
investigate Germany's credit need>. 
It is headed by Albert H. Wiggln 
of New York, chairman 
of the 


board of the Chase National bank, 
I ana is composed of the represent- 
'atives of the ten leading banking 
nations of the world. 


Their report criticized political 


dffirences 
existing between Ger- 
many and her European neighbors 
and urged that current 
disputes 
be cleared up in order that "good 
times'' might again prevail in all 
n-.t'.ons. 
Germany's reparations payments 


•were slashed as an immense ob- 
stacle to the peaceful, economic 
progress of the world and 
the 
great powers were advised to "lose 
no time'' in revising the schedule 
of 
international 
payments. 
"We therefore conclude," the re- 


port said, "by urging most ear- 
nestly upon all governments con- 
cerned that they lose no time in 
taking the necessary measures 'for 
bringing 
about 
such 
conditions 


as will allow financial operations 
to bring to Germany, and there- 
by to the world, sorely needed as- 
sistance. 


"We think it essential that be- 


fore the period of prolongation of 
credits recommended by the Lon- 
don conference comes to an end 
that the governments concerned 
should give to the world the as- 
surance that international political 
relations are established on « basis 
of mutual confidence, which is the 
sine qua non of economic recov- 
ery, and that international pay- 
ments to be made by Germany 
tvill not be such as to imperil the 
maintenance of her financial sta- 
bility." 


Came From Bankers 


The recommendation came from 


leading bankers of 
the 
United 
States and France, heretofore out- 
standing opponents of such revis- 
ion. 


"Until 
relations 
between Ger- 


many and other European powers 
are firmly established on the basis 
of 
sympathetic 
co-operation 
and 


mutual 
confidence," 
the 
report 


f said, "and an important source of 


difficulty 
is 
thereby 
removed, 


there can be no assurance of con- 
tinued 
and 
peaceful 
economic 


progress. 


"The second obstacle relates to 


the external obligations of Ger- 
many. So long as these obligations 
both private and public, are such 
a sto involve either a continued 
Uscrease in the snowball of Ger- 
'fany's foreign debts or, alterna- 
tively, a disproportion between her 
imports and exports on such a 
scale as to threaten the economic 
prosperity of every country, the 
investor is not likely to regard 
the situation as stable or perman- 
ent." 
A committee representing Ger- 


many's creditor nations, meeting 
alongside the Wiggin group, agreed 
to recommend to 
their 
central 


banks that existing 
short 
term 


credits totalling about $1,200,000,- 
000 be extended for a further six- 
month period. 


Many Hours of Discussion 


After many hours of sharp dis- 


cussion, 
the German 
spokesman 


agreed to 
permit 
the 
gradual 
partial withdrawal of Reichsbank 
balances now held by foreign de- 
positors. These had been frozen in 
accordance with the German gov- 
ernment's decree and had caused 
much displeasure among foreign 
depositors in German banks. 
The Wiggin committee, recogniz- 


ing Germany's problem as part of 
the larger issue deeply affecting

DR. MARY O'MALLY IS THE 
TRAIL BLAZER IN FEDERAL 


PSYCHIATRIC 
FIELD

WASHINGTON, Aug. 20.— 


Dr. Mary O'Malley, woman trail- 
blazer in the federal psychiatry 
field, left today for Berne, Switz- 
rland, to participate in the inter- 
national neurologic congress. 
. From its deliberation she hopes 
to gain added insight on mental 
and 
nervous 
quirks, more ad- 
vanced methods of treatment to 
help restore sick bratn» to nor- 
mal usefulness. 


Dr. O'Malley may have more to 
contribute than to 
learn, how- 
ever. Since the World war, even 
the German physicians, once pre- 
miers 
in 
psychiatric 
research, 


have conceded leadership to that 
great institution belonging to the 
United 
States 
government, St. 
Elizabeth's 
hospital, 
and 
Dr. 
O'Malley's work in St. Elizabeth's 
has been outstanding. 


The hospital had been in opera- 
tion for 50 years when Dr. O'Mal- 
ley, already successful In state in- 
stiutions, was added by Dr. Wm. 
A. White, superintendent, to its 
staff in 1905, as its first woman 
physician. She now has entire su- 
pervision of its 1450 women pa- 
tients, with a dozen woman doc- 
tors working under 
her. 
"The World war focused medi- 
cal attention on neuro-psychiatric 
cases," Dr. O'Malley said. "I saw 
between 
10,000 and 
12,000 such 
cases come through this hospital 
as the soldiers came back from 
overseas. This was the only fed- 
eral institution of the kind at the 
time, and we served as clearing 
house for all who later were sent 
to the various veterans hospitals 
as they were built In the states. 
"In that 
experience we were 
able to prove the worth of the 
woman psychiatrist in caring for 
men as 
well as women. 
Her 
mother instinct 
enables her to 
view 
and 
to 
help as 
children 
these adults who have, from men- 
tal stress, regressed to lower age 
levels. And I have seen a room- 
ful of soldiers accept as mother 
a kindly woman physician."

PERENNIAL PLANT

about effects of X-rays upon evo- 
lution, an annual plant has been 
changed into a perennial at Cor- 
nell University. The annual has to 
be raised.from seed yearly,'while 
the perennial 
comes

each 


spring from roots. 


Although no X-rays are known 


in the process of evolution in na- 
ture, very similar short wave ra- 
diation exists in rocks all over une 
earth's surface, so that the X-rays 
both give a picture of what is 
possibly happening in nature, ana 
also a new tool for use of tne 
scientist. 
Later it may become 


useful for the horticulturist 
ana. 


gardener. 
The plant which changed tls na- 
ture at Cornell Is the euchlaen.i, 
the closest wild relative to corn. 
There are two species, Mexicana, 
the annual, and perennis, the per- 
ennial. 
Some of the seed was exposed to 
X-rays for a few minutes and then 
germinated. 
The young stalk Be- 
gan life as an annual, but later 
on, whila still young, it developed 
some of the appearances of a per- 
ennial. 
The annual portion dried 
up and disappeared, and the re- 
maining stalk developed 
into 
a 


true perennial. 
It has been customary to classify- 


this perennial as a distinct species. 
Therefore, if the changn at Cor- 
nell stands the rigid tests which 
wll be madp to find some error in 
this seeming miracle, a single shot 
of X-rays may be credited with 
creatin» a new species virtually 
overnight.

Defending the 50 per cent loan 
value granted by congress last 
spring on veterans adjusted ser- 
vice certificates, O'Neil said the 
matter of further

*jV>f the act would be determined 
a.tMhe national convention in De- 
troit. He added, however, the In- 
terest rate of four and one-half 
per cent should be reduced be- 
cause, he stressed, the government 
was making money by loaning 
veterans their own ^reserve funds. 


Immediate need for further lib- 


eralization of the act would be 
removed, he 'said, if the unem- 
ployment situation was relieved. 
He noted that 15 per cent of the 
unemployed were world war vet- 
"erans. 
Declaring that congress should 
enact proper legislation based on 
findings of the war policies com- 
mission, the legionnaire said the 
navy should be built up to the 
London treaty parity

legislation would be had to carry 
out the spirit of the 1920 defense 
act.

"You have yourself asked for ap- 
propriations by congress for relief

•world," the governor wrote, "ana, 


• having obtained them, have super- 
vised their expenditure. It would 
seem to be most opportune thaj 
you should do less for our own 
needy here at home. Only an ex- 
tra session of congress can 
em- 
power you to do so in time." 
"The total number of unemploy- 


ed in Pennsylvania is more than 
900,000, or nearly one-quarter ot 
the 
whole 
\vorkinp population," 


Governor Pinchot wrote. "Wages 
are decreasing; distress irrflmany 
countries is acute; many children 
are suffering from partial starva- 
tion; because of unemployment the 
hospitals are over-burdened, and 
the demand for charity shows no 
decrease since summer over the 
high record of last winter. 


"A situation like this in a state 
!iko Pennsylvania leads many to 
believe that the present emergency 
is as vital to the people as the 
Great War," the letter said. "Lo 
cal private charity can not meet, 
the 
need. 
Local 
public, 
relief, 


which should carrv the bulk of the 
load is hampered or ham-strung 
like 'relief from state, by constitu- 
tional limitations upon 
appropria- 


tions and borrowing, and by the 
' inability of taxpayers to pay. • 
"'The calling of an extra session 


will be opposed by politicians as 
inexpedient. It will he condemned 
by large taxpayers ns likely to cost 
them money. It will be deplored 
by those who refuse to admit the 
obvious facts of the present situa- 
tion.

Joppa housetop Is out of date, he 
need but read the current maga- 
zines or the da"'s newspaper; or, 
better, go to the scene of the in- 
cident itself, modern Jaffa, with 
Its new next-door neighbor, the 
modern 
all-Jewish 
city 
of 
Tel- 


Aviv. There he will find religious 
and racial antagonism as red hot 
as it was in the days of the apos- 
tles. 


Recently, I was visiting these 


two cities in Palestine, 
stopping 


in a Jaffa hotel. (By the way, 
I found that tanner's, 
successors 


of the hospitable Simon of the 
Lesson, were 
still 
plying their 


messy business on the rocky edge 
of this seaport town.) Joppa is los- 
ing its business as a harbor to 
Haifa farther north; but otherwise 
it is thriving, for the thrifty Jews 
of Tel-Aviv, which is divided from 
Joppa only by an imaginary line, 
do much of their business in the 
cheaper bazaars of the Arab city. 


If separateness and 
aloofness 


marked 
the 
relations 
between 
Jews and Gentiles in* Peter's Day, 
it is outmatched by the modern 
bitterness between Zionists 
and 


Arabs. A young Jew escorted me 
over Tel-Aviv and thorugh Joppa, 
his his hostility and contempt to- 
wards the Arabs and everything 
Arabic was unconcealed. 
On the 


other hanfl, in the Joppa hotel I 
met a group of Arabs who kept 
me up until midnight, telling ad- 
verse tales about 
the 
Zionists, 
whom they heartily despise. 


In Tel-Aviv I hired a Jew to 


drive me to my Joppa hotel; and,1 
after crossing Uie city line, I was 
received with black looks, and my 
Jehu was openly cursed. 
Another 


day I drove into Tel-Aviv in an 
Arab equipage, and the process 
was reversed. Even the Jewish 
policeman 
discriminated 
against 


us. Only prudential considerations 
and fear of the British authorities, 
prevent a frequent recurrence of 
the riots which make the name 
of Joppa a notable one in recent 
Zionist history. 
An Ugly Fast In Present Life. 
Here is a state of things to be 


frankly faced and admitted. All 
over the earth today there are 
bitter antagonisms between racial 
and religious groups. Recall 
the 


Moslem-Hindu strife in India; the 
Christian-Moslem 
antagonism 
in 
the Near East 
the 
Armenian- 


Turkish feud; the 
Chinese-Japan- 


ese bitterness; the Korean-Japan- 
ese enmity; 
the 
Polish-Russian 


hostility; the Franco-German dis- 
trust; and the discrimination be- 
tween the whites and negrpes in 
America and in 
South 
Africa. 


These are but a few of the cleav- 
ages 
which mark 
contemporary 


history and which are compara- 
ble with the Jewish-Gentile chasm 
which existed in Bible times. 


Then, as now, good people held 


these prejudices as something sac- 
red. 
Most 
violent 
of 
all 
the 


wrenches suffered 
by the 
early 


Christian Church was the division 
over the admission of the Gen- 
tiles. 
It took ' a general Church 


Council at Jerusalem to settle it, 
after Peter and Paul had pioneer- 
ed the Gospel beyond Jewish lines. 
Even Peter, despite his thrice-re- 
peated housetop vision at Joppa, 
later wavered in his conviction; 
and it took the efforts of the ul- 
tra-Jew, Paul, to 
convince the 


Church of the truth that Christ 
died for all men; and that, as our 
Golden Text sbys. "There 'js no 
distinction 
-between 
Jew 
and 


Greek: for the same Lord is Lord 
of all, and is rich unto all that 
call 
upon Him." 
Nevertheless, 


to this day 
there 
are 
western 


Christians who can hardly believe 
that Orientals may become every 
whit as good Christians as Amer- 
icans or British. 


• That Vision On The Housetop, 
Just as some occidental Bible- 


readers can scarcely envisage the 
common use of the houstop in 
eastern life—they try to picture 
Peter perched upon a ridge-pole! 
—so they cannot understand how 
deep-seated was the Judiaism of 
the apostles. 
The first Christians 


thought that Christ had died and 
risen only for the Jews. Converts 
should become Jewish proselytes. 
Their imaginations were unequal 
to grasping the magnitude and 
comprehensiveness of the Gospel 
of which they were custodians. 
Peter got his lesson in dramatic 


fashion. 
While waiting for his 


dinner, he went up to the roof of 
his host's home; and while gaz- 
ing out upon the rocky coast and 
the Mediterranean, which dashed 
tumultuously against it; or else 
upon the fertile vineyards of the 
Joppa plain, he fell Into a sleep. 


Then 
there 
came 
to him

strange dream three times repeat- 
ed, for emphasis.

INVOKE MARTIAL LAW IS 


QUESTIONED BY HARDY 


AUSTIN, "Aug. 19.—m— 


Representative 
Bailey 
of 


Breckenridge said today he 
had prepared a resolution 
for introduction in the house 
calling upon Governor R. S. 
Sterling .to explain his' au- 
thority and his reason for 
closing down the East Texas oil 
field by martial law. 


"If the governor is unable to 


vffer 
a satisfactory explanation, 


impeachment proceedings natural- 
ly would 
follow," Hardy stated. 
He said, however, he was not tak- 
ing any action in that direction 
and had not planned to do to. 


Hardy is chairman of the house 


committee on oil, gas and min- 
ing and was an opponent of the 
governor's conservation program. 


Governor Sterling was not In 


the capital. His secretaries said 
he had gone 
to Houston and 


probably would not return until 
Friday. 
Hardy said he planned to offer 


his resolution 
in the house a« 
soon as the house completed its 
investigation of J. B. Price, judge 
of the 21st judicial district. Thla 
inquiry probably will end tonight. 
In a statement to the preu, 


Hardy bitterly criticized the gov- 
ernor's actions in calling out the 
troops. 
"The 
governor 
let 
the East 


Texas oil . field hang .fire for 30 
days while the legislature was in 
session," Hardy stated. "He wait- 
ed until the legislature passed a 
law 
that 
evidently suited his 
taste because he signed it the 
same night 
it passed. He then 


said he would not order martial 
law unless^the new law proved 
inoperative. Within 24 hours, how- 
ever, he changed his mind and 
issued the 
proclamation. 
"He appears to be trying to. do 


by military rule what the people, 
through 
the 
legislature 
denied 


him the 
Ight to do. 
Not Justified in Act 
"Even if - there is insurrection 


and riot in East Texas, the gov- 
ernor is not justified in shutting 
down the wells. I don't see what 
connection 
shutting down 
the, 


wells has with quelling a riot. 


"There is no authority under 
the present laws to shut in wells. 
I cannot underrtand what law he 
is talking about when he says he 
called the troops out to enforce 
the law." 
Hardy 
said he was aided 
in 


drafting 
the 
resolution 
by two 
East Texas members. 
The 
resolution, 
Hardy 
said, 


makes no mention 
of impeach- 


ment. 
Several members of the house 


said 
they 
had 
been invited 
to 


sign the resolution but had re- 
fused to do so. 
Numerous 
signatures 
will 
be 
on the resolution when It is of- 
fered in the house, Hardy said. 
Secretaries of Governor Sterling 


said he had been informed sev- 
eral days ago the resolution was 
being drafted. The governor has 
given no indication whether he 
would accede to the request, they 
said. 


Several members of the house 


Monday criticized the action of 
Governor Sterling in calling out 
the troops, some of his most ar- 
dent supporters saying they be- 
lieved it was an unwise move.
